REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
the arguments presented therein are drawn to the intended use of the specific components of a propellant mixture having a 
composition which is obvious over the prior art. Addition of sodium nitrite is motivated by the reference, regardless of 
applicant's assertion that it acts as a chlorine scavenger. Nitrite is a well known oxidizing agent, and the reference specifically 
teaches that it may be added. Applicant's recitation of "consisting essentially" scope allows the addition of ingredients which do 
not have a deleterious effect on the composition. As both the prior art compositions and the recited compositions are 
propellants. the sodium nitrite does not appear to affect the compositions adversely. In addition, applicant has not presented 
evidence that nitrite is a chlorine scavenger and that nitrite does not function as an oxidizing agent.
